The density of the shadow of a coal 
sample viewed through a fluoroscope is 
dependent upon the percentage of ash, 
and by matching the shadow of the 
sample under investigation with that of 
a sample of coal of similar size and 
thickness and with a known percentage 
of ash speedy and probably quite accu¬ 
rate results may be obtained. 

Oil of Celery. 

A new industry which is' receiving 
encouragement in Germany is that of 
distilling a strong aromatic oil from 
the green leaves of the celery plant. A 
hundred pounds of leaves make one 
pound of oil. The oil is used for flavor¬ 
ing purposes.

AMERICAN LOCOMOTIVES. 

A. Prosperous and Growing Export Trade 

to Foreign Countries. 

There is perhaps no branch of foreign 
trade in which the United States has, 
won a more speedy recognition than in 
the locomotive industry. It is not many 
years ago that the foreign locomotive 
trade was almost entirely in the hands 
of European manufacturers, and the 
American locomotive was an unknown 
quantity outside of the United States. 
The causes were not far to seek. In the 
first place the large colonial interests of 
the European nations brought them in¬ 
to close contact with foreign states and* 
peoples, who had the opportunity to 
see the European locomotive at work, 
as it were, at their very doors. Op the 
other,Land, the development of the rail¬ 
road system of this country was so ex¬ 
traordinarily rapid and produced such 
an enormous demand for locomotives 
that our manufacturers were fully occu¬ 
pied in supplying the home market. Of 
late years, however, the rate of railroad 
construction has been steadily reduced. 
The older roads have become thoroughly 
equipped with modern and more power¬ 
ful locomotives, and the demand for 
new stock has shown a relative decline. 

One natural result of this has been to 
cause our builders to give increasing at¬ 
tention to the foreign market, and a 
very successful attempt has been made 
to introduce the American locomotive 
in those countries which .have hitherto 
been exclusively controlled by European 
builders. Our success has been greatly 
assisted by the fact that the American 
built machine is specially adapted to 
the requirements of foreign railroads. 
It is strong in those points in which the 
other type is weak. 

In response to our inquiry we are in¬ 
formed by a leading firm in this coun¬ 
try that, while for the past two or three 
years the export trade in the aggregate 
has not been as large as in the few 
years preceding, there are signs that it 
is again on the increase. This falling 
off was not due so much to any relative 
decline in this trade as compared with 
the export trade of the country in gen¬ 
eral, hut is attributed to the general de¬ 
pression which has marked the trade of 
the world at large. As a matter of fact 
American locomotive builders are just 
now receiving inquiries from more for¬ 
eign countries than ever before in the 
history of the trade.—Scientific Amer¬ 
ican. . 

Salicylic Acid. 

Salicylic acid, or the salicylates, are 
antiseptics supposed to be frequently 
used for the preservation of foods. This 
chemical is a valuable and potent ther- ’ 
apeu tic agent, but it should be intro¬ 
duced into the stomach for no other rea¬ 
son than for the purpose of combating 
disease. When given in medicinal doses, 
this remedy will, if continued beyond a 
few diiys, produce a macerating irrita¬ 
tion of the stomach, from which recov¬ 
ery is always slow in taking place. It. 
acts as a diuretic and a diaphoretic and, 
finaliy, is a" powerful an aphrodisiac. 
These, reasons are'sufficient to debar its 
use as an antiseptic for the preservation 
of foods.—Lancet-Clinic. 

f Typesetting: by Electricity. 

A St. Louis inventor has patented a 
device by means of which a typesetter, 
using a machine with keys resembling 
those of a typewriting instrument, pro¬ 
duces a perforated strip of paper each 
of whose perforations represents a print¬ 
ed character. When the perforated strip 
is run through an electrical transmit¬ 
ter, connected by wires' with distant 
typesetting machines, properly ad justed 
for the purpose, the’ type can be simul¬ 
taneously set in as many different print¬ 
ing offices as may be conneoted in the 
circuit. 

Use of tbe Wings of Seeds. 

Thomas Meebau found that the fer¬ 
tile seeds of the linden, dandelion, etc., 
drop near the parent plant, while only 
the hollow winged seed, or the seedless 
down, is borne away by the breeze, and 
he infers that the flying devices are to 
winnow out the good seed from the bad 
rather than to scatter seed far and wide. 
He queries how mauy of the 246 species 
of plants found by a traveler four years 
after the island of Krakatoa was blown, 
to pieces were carried there by other 
means than the wind. *
